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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on June 15, 2006 , and the references cited 
therewith. In this response, claims 17 and 18 were amended to overcome a lack of antecedent 
basis. The amendments were not made to overcome art cited by the Examiner. By this 
amendment, no claims were canceled or added. As a result, claims 1-20 remain pending in this 
application. Reconsideration of this application is requested in view of the above amendments 
and the following remarks. 

§772 Rejection of the Claims 
Rejection: Claims 17 and 18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, for 
indefiniteness. 

Response: Claims 17 and 18 have been amended overcome a lack of antecedent basis. 
The claims are now definite and overcome the Examiner's rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16, 19 and 20 were allowed. The indication of allowance by the Examiner is 
noted with appreciation. 

The Examiner indicated that claims 17 and 18 were objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. However, claims 17 
and 18 depend fi-om claim 15 which was indicated as allowable in the Office Action dated June 
15,2006.
